Columbus, May 8.—The decision of 


the court in the tax inquisitor cases 
is as disappointing to its beneficiaries 


as it is pleasing to taxpayers in gen­ 
eral. Some tim e ago the court knock­ 
ed out the tax inquisitor laws,

after th a t the inquisitors instituted 
suits for the collection of vast sum s 
claim ed tr) be due them for alleged 
services rendered during th e life of 
the law. 
The decision of the court is 
that while the inquisitors are entitled 
to pay for what work they actually 
and honestly perform ed, they can get 
nothing for returns of om itted prop­ 
erty which they secured from inven­ 
tories tipped oft to them by th*- county 
auditor.
